now to Make a "Flaky" 


Taio half, a pound of good fresh but- 


ter and tho same of flour. Into the flour 
nib 2 ounces of the butter thrortughly. 
Mix it with a little water to make it 
rcoiGt, but not wet; then, roll it out into 
a squp.ro to tho thickness of half an inch. 
Dip tho 8 ounces of butter into some 
flour and knead it with the hand until 
it is a little soft and the shape of a ball. 
Put this iu the center of the square of 
paste; fold the four sides of the square 
toward the center, well covering the ball 
of butter. Flour well, roll out again into 
a square half an inch thick, but be care- 
ful not to let the butter break through 
the paste. Again fold the four sides to- 
ward tho center, flour well, roll flour 
again; repeat'this six times. The paste 
is then ready for use. 


How to Clean Matting. 


In taking rare of matting it is cot 


well to wash it often. 
When it does 


need brightening up, Boil together for an 
hour 3 quarts of bran and 4 of water. 
Strain this, pressing all moisture out of 
the brail. Add 3 quarts of cold water 
and 2 tablespooufuls of salt to the strain- 
ed mixture. Wash the matting thorough- 
ly with this and rub dry with a clean 
cloth. Tho result is assured to be grati- 
fying. 


HOTV to Pack Small Chickens For Market. 


Before packing broilers in barrels for 


shipment to market precaution to re- 
move all animal heat mast bo tr.kcn. It 
may be done by placing them in ice wa- 
ter after they are pickoJ, allcv/ius; them 
to remaiu^in it 10 or 12 hours, then re- 
moving aid hanging up by the feet iu a 
cool pluce to drain. After this wipe 
them dry with a clean towel and put a 
layer of broilers in the barrel, then a 
layer of ice, broken in pieces the size of 
a turkey's egg, covering the broilers 
well with the ice, followed by alternate 
layers of broiler:! and ice until tho 
barrel is full, which should be covered 
with clean muslin and a thickness of 
bagging.

New Method of Appropriation Gives Wil. I 


llatnstown But One-Third ofa Mile. 


The state road in Williamstown is nearly 


completed and will be open to the public 
after Wednesday of this week. It was 
understood that a mile of road was to be 
built in that town, as was done in this and 
many other towns in the state, but the 
new rule adopted by the state came into 
effect a little too soon for Wiliamstown 
and cut the mile that had been anticipated 
down to one-third of a mile. 
, 


When the work of state road building 


began the state decided to build one mile 
in each town where it built any. The 
purpose was to give the people in ail parts 
of the state a sample of good road as 
something to pattern after, and it was also 
believed that a piece of thoroughly good 
road here and there would \vako up the 
towns to the possibilities in tins direction 
and stimulate them to more earnest efforts 
iu behalf of good roads everywhere. Such 
will doubtless be the result, and the work 
of road building will not 
be given 


up at present, but it was 
found 


that to build a mile in each town made 
the appropriations very unequal, owing to 
the difference in the cost of the work in 
different places. In some towns it costs 
twice as much to build a mile of road as 
in others, in consequence of which the 
original plan for treating the 
towns 


equally failed entirely. For this reason it 
was decided that it would be fairer to 
give each town selected for a state road 
an equal »um of money and let it go as far 
as it would. This places the towns on an 
equal footing so far as the appropriations 
are concerned, and those having the best 
territory for road building will get the 
most road. 


It was under this rule that Williams- 


town's appropriation of $3500 was made 
and in consequence of which she gets but 
one-third ofa mile this year. It is highly 
probable, however, that another appro- 
priation will be received next year for the 
extension of the work. Such, road as the 
state has built should reach all the way 
from this town to WiUiamstown, aud if i 
the state does not complete it the two 
towns Will probably do it themselves in 
the course of a lew years, for the people 
will harldly be satisfied with anything in- 
ferior, now that they have an opportunity 
to Bee what a good road is and realize 
what it is worth both for pleasure and 
business.

Nccewity For Aotlrity In Woolen and Cot- 


ton Factories. 


The renewal of, activity in our fac- 


tories and workshops during tbe past 
few months mayaQt inaptly be rsgardaji. 
as a clothing of the naked. Fora couple 
years past a large proportion of the pop- 
ulation has not been able to do this for 
itself or to its entire sati-faotion. Tbe 
reason is \vell kncwa. By an unnatural 
freak the free, traders were elected to 
congressional control. They at once pro- 
ceeded to threaten the conntry \vith ab- 
solute ruin, very effectively distributing 
their object lessons. 


Factory after factory was closed, band 


after hand was turned idle upon the 
streets, but few of them comparatively 
with any financial-resources or means of 
sustenance. Those were not days for re- 
plenishing wardrobes. Quite the con- 
trary. They were leisure days, days of 
enforced idleness when there was ample 
time and abundant opportunity to over- 
haul the wardrobe. Garments that had 
been thrown away in garret or cellar 
were brought back for further use. Such 
were mended that could be mended, 
while others served for the construction 
of Cleveland badges. 


Those were uut the days for buying 


new clot hcs. They were the days of en- 
forced economy, Hie days of rags and 
tatters, owing to the open threat for ab- 
solute free trade for tbe United States. 
Those mending days, however, have 
partly passed away with the passage of a 
partly protective tariff. Tbe free traders 
wore prevented from carrying out their 
wild schemes, and the people indorsed 
this restriction in the fall of 1S04, just 
as soon as they bsid a chance to place 
tliemselvus on record at the polls. Busi- 
ness mended at ouco, and onr factories 
have since been liusy in clothing thu 
naked—those who bad been compelled 
to patch up their rags and tatters and 
maize Cleveland badges, but who are 
now replenishing their wardrobe just as 
quickly as they earn money enough to 
pay for new clothea.

President Zolaya Seeking Reform at Atlantic 


Ports of Nicaragua. 


MAUAGHA, Sept. 17.—President Zolaya 


has issued a decree granting free transpor- 
tation of corn, beans, rice, plantains and 
vegetables over the national railroads in 
an effort to reduce tho prevailing high 
prices in western Nicaragua for all articles 
of food. 


The long-continued, unseasonable dry 


weather has largely decreased the crop, 
the demand for labor and the wages to all 
kinds of laborers, consequently a majority 
of the lower aud middle classes, which 
constitute about SO per cent of the entire 
population of about 380,000 of Nicaragua, 
are reduced to living in closest economy 
on such wild fruits and berries as they 
can gather, supplemented by the small 
quantities of corn, beans, plantains or 
rice they can buy, from day to day, with 
their small earnings. 


Tho coffee crops in tho districts of vol- 


canic formed soils—the largest coffee pro- 
ducing areas iu this country—are not ex- 
pected to yield this year over one-half the 
average annual production, and will re- 
quire not one-half tho usual number of la- 
borers to gather the crop through tho 
three mouths when ripening, and then 
the competition of the unorganized labor- 
ers will reduce, most probably, the heijjto- 
fore very low prices paid for this work. 
The, season is too dry to clear more lands 
and plant moro coffee trees. .Thus the 
prospects aro that the present straitened 
condition of the laboring classes will be- 
come more unbearable. 


El Pueblo, a government-subsidized 


daily in Managua, announces the dis- 
covery of "trichiuia spiralis" in quantities 
in fresh pork sold in the cities iu western 
Nicaragua. This is not surprising, in 
light of the fact that hogs, like buzzard's, 
are permitted as scavengers ou the streets 
and in many of the houses and yards. El 
Pueblo cautions the people against tho too 
free use of hog meat, but it is a warning 
that most probably will go unheeded dur- 
ins? the present scarcity and high prices for 
all kinds of tood in western Nicaragua. 


l*oor Financieriiiij.^J 


The 40J,000 pesos (silver) foreign debt, 


settled yesterday by the government, -was 
contracted early in IStM, during the ad- 
ministration of President Sacasca, with a 
London company named "The Nicaragua 
Uo\eU>ping company, limited," and was a- 
loau m silver pesos distributed largely aud 
shamefully among some of the members 
of the national congress of Nicaragua, to 
be repaid to the lender in gold, with inter- 
est at 'J4 per cent per annum; 25 per cent 
of tlie gross receipts of tho National rail- 
road and steamboats, and parts of other 
revenues were pledged to redeem in gold 
the principal and interest of that loan of 
silver pesos. 


In June, 1898, the Sacasca government 


was dethroned, and the subsequent in- 
ternal and external wars prevented tho 
payment of but a part of the loan. The 
present government of Nicaragua ignored 
the terms of payment of the iebt and the 
rate of interest, and recently Secretary of 
Treasury CiSlejas declared: 


"The government having received silver 


will pay iu silver, and as follows: 50,000 
pesos in coffee bonds of the next crop 
(1805) and 15,000 pesos monthly until total 
payment of the balance due, with i» per 
cent per annum interest on account from 
the bf ginning of the debt, commissions to 
be paid cu such sums as have been "col- 
lected by the Nicaragua Developing com- 
pany, limited." 


These terms were agreed to yesterday by 


both parties. 
The "coffee bonds" are 


really permits to escort, aud are an ex- 
port tar of 3 cents, (silver) a pound on 
coffee, which will L>o paid to tho holder of 
the bonds before tho coffee can be ex- 
ported. 


Looking Toward Rffortn.

preme court judges," Judge Jackson (pre- 
viously one of the late showman Bur- 
Hum's best clowns), from the NewYoik 
suite code—to adopt and comply with the 
unimproved, commingled old Spanish laws 
aud Napoleonic code that have been used, 
abused and evaded, as conditions suited, 
by lethargic western Nicaraguaus for 
many yearsjiast.

Horan, tho 
cadaverous looking middle distance man, 
mails a show of his opponents in tho 
half mile, and Lutyeus, tho spectacled 
student of Sydney college, had tilings all 
his own way iu tho mile run. These were 
Cambridge's only victories. 


It was the first international university 


competuion in track and field sports ever 
held in this country, with the Cambridge 
team representing old England and Yule 
upholding the honors of America. 


That Yale proved faithful to her trust 


was fully demonstrated by the marked 
superiority of her men in the majority of 
events, and by winning so handsomely 
no room was left for doubt or bickering. 


Merit Recognized. 


LONDON, Oei. 7.—The Graphic says this 


morning of the Yale-Cambridge contest at 
New York qn Saturday: America has 
taken tho conceit out of us iu a way un- 
equalled since Australia beat England at 
the Oval iu 1893, and it may perhaps ba a 
longer time before we recover from the 
shock. A? a. first step toward accepting 
defeat gracefully, we might perhaps cease 
to talk quite, so much about the differences 
of climate as a contributory cause to our 
defeat. When the Yale team came over 
and were beaten by Oxford, they had to 
compete under conditions of cold and damp 
quite as foreign to their experience as thu 
heat of New York has been to the English 
men. We did not urge the disadvantages 
which Yale had suffered in diminution of 
our triumph, and id is not quite game to 
enlarge upon similar causes in mitigation 
of our defeat. 


The Standard says: The victory was 


most decisive, and in view of the fact that, 
except FiUhcrbcrt, the Cautabs performed 
as well as they have generally done at 
home, one is driven to the conclusion that 
Oxford was somewhat lucky to beat Yale, 
or decidedly unlucky in subsequently los- 
ing to Cambridge. It isimpossible toshut 
one's eyes to the fact I hat at the present 
time America is peculiarly rich in capable 
athletes of all kinds; aud though we may 
hopo that at tho next important meeting 
the Englishmen will assert their suprem- 
acy over their rivals, or at all events come 
out on an equality, it would bo churlish 
to refu.se the frank and cordial acknowl- 
edgment whicli the r.ecent achievements 
of their American opponents merit.
